In  the  rise  of  the  Indian  People 
as  a  whole  and  the  building  up  of 
the  Indian  Heritage  of  a  proud  • 
people,  we  must  first  give  way  to 
the  building  up  of  self-confidence 
and  determination  in  the 
inner-self  of  the  individual. 

I  admire  my  great  ancestors 
but  likes  the  majority  of  the 
people  gathered  here,  not  too 
many  can  truthfully  say  that  they 
know  what  their  ancestors  did  and 
how  they  accomplished  the  great 
deeds  that  we  read  about  in 
history  books  and  occasionally 
hear  about  from  our  parents  and 
relatives.  I  believe  that  the  various 
Indian  leaders  of  the  different 
tribes  were  given  the  blessing  of 
seeing  our  generation  rise  to  the 
occasion  of  restoring  back  to  the 
Indian  race  their  pride  and 
heritage.  I  believe  that  the  eagle  is 
the  symbol  that  is  to  represent  us 
because  we  are  a  people  in  danger 
of  becoming  extinct.  I  believe  that 
we  once  flew  high  and  free.  Our 
territories  were  endless  and  as  far 
as  the  wind  could  carry  us.  I 
believe  our  eyes  were  sharp  and 
keen  and  we  could  foresee  the 
future  destruction  that  awaited 

us.  I  believe  that  even  as  the  eagle 
is  now  being  protected  and 
preserved,  so  in  the  same  manner 
are  we  being  nourished  and 
protected  to  rise  again  in 
leadership  positions  with  the 
ability  to  guide  and  lead  our
